Objection By Suffriti Delays Vote... 


Tax-Exempt Status For Industrial Land 
Before Town Council Again January 19th 











A parliamentary move by Town Councilor Gary 
E. Suffriti has temporarily stopped a continued 
tax-exempt status for industrial land owned by the 
bankrupt WestMass Development Corporation at 
the Agawam Regional Industrial Park. 

Following a nearly 90-minute discussion of the 
industrial park at the council’s January 4th 
meeting, Suffriti “charter objected’’ prior to a 
council vote which would have okayed another 
five years of tax-exempt status for 195 acres of un- 
sold land at the I-Park. 

Voted On January 19th 

A charter objection is a parliamentary move 
which automatically postpones any vote on an 
issue until the next regularly scheduled council 
meeting. In this instance, the council will vote on 
this at its Tuesday, January 19th meeting. 


According to the Town Charter, there can be no 
discussion or debate prior to a council vote on a 
charter objected agenda item. 

It appeared that the council would have sup- 
ported the continuation of the tax-exempt status 
if a vote was taken at this meeting. 

Suffriti was adamant about the disclosure of 
overhead costs from the regional ad hoc commit- 
tee that is attempting to reorganize a new 
WestMass Development Corp. The former 
WestMass Corp. declared bankruptcy under 
Chapter 7 and has been attempting to form a new 
corporation with the support of regional 
businessmen and civic and political leaders. 

“1 am speaking for the people of Agawam who 
have given this land 10 years of tax-exempt 
status. We just gave a tax increase to business 


owners and residents and | think the people in 
this town deserves some answers before we allow 
this group another free ride,” said Suffriti after- 
wards. : 

“1 think the taxpayers of this community have a 
right to know where the money is being spent and 
how,” he added. 

The bankruptcy of the former WestMass Corp. 
was the result of the poor regional and national 
economy since 1989, as well as some bad 
management decisions. 

Mayor Christopher C. Johnson introduced a 
large group of individuals who are involved with 
the regional effort to reorganize WestMass into a 
new corporation.

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Present at the meeting were Ronald W. Abdow, 
president of Adbows Big Boy Corporation and 
vice-chairman of the 24-member ad hoc commit- 
tee seeking to reorganize WestMass; Allan Blair, 
president of the Westover Metropolitan Develop- 
ment Corporation; Attorney David Noonan, 
bankruptcy trustee for WestMass; Attorney 
Eugene Berman, legal counsel for the bankruptcy 
trustee; Abe Casperian, Agawam representative 
on the ad hoc committee; and Kenneth Delude, 
senior vice-president of Westover Development 
Corporation. 

Of this group, Noonan and Blair assumed the 
roles as main spokesmen. Noonan told the coun- 
cil that under this present Chapter 7 bankruptcy, 
instead of liquidating the assets of the former 
WestMass Corp. and distributing them to 
creditors to pay off debts, the regional ad hoc 
committee is seeking to merge a new WestMass 
Corp. with the Westover Metropolitan Area 
Development Corporation. 


According to Noonan, the present ad hoc com- 
mittee is comprised of a “who's who’’ in the 
region who are seeking to bring the primary func- 
tion of WestMass back on line - bringing business 
to the Pioneer Valley through an inventory of in- 
dustrial land in seven industrial parks. 

Three of these industrial parks are now under 
the auspicies of Westover Development Corpora- 
tion and four are being held as part of the 
WestMass situation, including the Agawam 


|-Park. 
Westover Would Take Over 

Under the proposal for the new corporation, the 
Westover Development Corp. would oversee the 
marketing and operation of the industrial park net- 
work with the cooperation of a new board of direc- 
tors from WestMass. 

Blair said that a consortium of 17 banks which 
loaned $11 million to the bankrupt WestMass 
Corp., are supporting this effort and he expects an 
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agreement to be reached on the debt by the end of 
January. 

Blair said the continued tax-exempt status for 
the newly-organized WestMass would give the 
new corporation another boost in the overall pro- 
cess of getting off to a fresh start. 

There are currently 18 tenants at the present 
Agawam |-Park. Johnson pointed out that_the 
town has collected $1.8 in taxes from the |-Park 
since its inception. Johnson said that if the land 
had never been developed, about $470,000 in 
taxes would have been collected. 

Blair said that the 110 acres of land at the 
Agawam I-Park are “market ready,” meaning that 
no more municipal services are needed to im- 
mediately sell the land. Blair, under questioning 
from councilors, admitted that he can give no 
guarantees about how:soon all the land can be 
sold once the new corporation is formed. He said 
it may take at least 10 years, based on a formula 
that has seen about 12 acres of industrial land 
sold in Agawam at the present |-Park. 

_ Blair did call the Agawam I-Park “the crown 

jewel” of the regional industrial parks that will be 

under the direction of the Westover Development 

Corp. partnership with the new WestMass Corp. 
Just For Unsold Land 

Johnson pointed out that the tax-exempt status 
being sought is only for the land that is not sold at 
the I-Park. “Once the land is sold, it immediately 
comes on to the tax rolls,” Johnson said. 

Both Johnson and Blair praised the design and 
appeal of the Agawam I-Park. According to 
Johnson, surveys conducted by the town’s Plann- 
ing Department illustrated “overwhelming sup- 
port for industrial development” in town, rather 
than residential (from townspeople). 

Johnson also said that in his 3% years as 
mayor, he has received no complaints “what- 
soever about the park and in fact | have received 
many compliments on it.” 

Johnson said the side streets and 
neighborhoods around the park have not been af- 
fected by the firms which have moved into the 
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park over the past 10 years. Johnson also said 
that the restrictions imposed On who can move in 
at the |-Park and under what conditions will ‘“pro- 
tect the town’s best interests as well as those © 
the tenants in the park.” ; 

Under questioning from Councilor Louis Russo, 
Blair said it was imperative that the extension of 
Bowles Road be tied in with the completion of the 
Phase | portion of Route 57. 

It has been said many times that when the 
Route 57 extension project is completed, it will 
enhance the marketability of the \-Park to 
perspective tenants. 


Blair did say, however, that WestMass would 
not be able to pay for the projected $550,000 to 
$600,000 needed to extend Bowles Road. Johnson 
interceded that the state has given strong support 
to finding the money for the road. Johnson said 
future tax-exempt status for land at the !-Park 
would be jeopardized without the completion of 
the Bowles Road extension. ; 

“| hope it’s not the Town of Agawam who will 
have to extend that road,” Johnson quipped. 

Councilor Edward A. Caba, who was town 
manager when the old WestMass Corp. was In- 
vited into the town to develop the !-Park back in 
the early 1980’s, was the strongest supporter of 


- the tax-exempt proposal. 


However, during the discussion Councilor 
Thomas Ennis, Jr. emerged as a dissenter. At one 
point, Ennis called the tax-exempt proposal “a 
form of corporate welfare.” 


before the council in support 
was Patrick J. Carley, president of the Agawam 
Chamber of Commerce. Carley said the 
chamber’s board of directors unanimously sup- 
port the tax-exempt status. Carley pointed to the 
creation of jobs and expanding the tax base as 
reasons for the chamber’s position. 

“The industrial park is important to this town. It 
has brought in quality companies and has 
brought it valuable tax dollars,” he said.

Altobelli, 62, of Mill Street, Agawam, 
have marked on his calendar. 

It is on this day that his 36-year career as an 
employee of the Town of Agawam was scheduled 
to end. Well, almost. 

Altobelli, the retiring town treasurer/tax collec- 
tor, was ready to leave his post at Town Hall and 
begin to “smell the roses” with his large family 
and many individual interests. 

However, Mayor Christopher C. Johnson has 
asked Altobelli to stay on a part-time basis until 
the Mayor makes a decision on reorganizing Town 
Hall departments. 

Altobelli has agreed to come in part-time to 
oversee an upcoming tax-taking process which in- 
volves the collection of nearly $1 million in 
outstanding taxes from 1991 and 1992. Altobelli 
said his earnings will be limited due to his retire- 
ment, but added that he will help out to ensure the 
continued smooth operation of the 
Treasurer/Collector’s Office. 

“1 have been lucky to have a very hardworking 
and dedicated staff,” said Altobelli, who assumed 
the $51,000 job in July 1985. “There are some 
things that will have to be done on a weekly basis 
but I do not anticipate any problems whatsoever. 
The staff will be able to handle things nicely. | will 
be happy to help when needed.” 

At presstime the Mayor is still pondering 
whether to replace Altobelli’s position with a 
director of administration and finance, which 
would be a much more involved job description 
and be part of an overall reorganization at Town

Altobelli was appointed to his post at Town Hall 
by former Town Manager Katherine Pisano. 

A West Springfield native, Altobelli graduated 
from that town’s high school in 1949 after. starring 
in both football and hockey. He received a hockey 
scholarship at American International College 
and graduated from there in 1953.

Frustration Growing Over 
School Nurse Debate 


To The Editor: ' 

| am writing this letter for the purpose of shar- 
ing some thoughts regarding the current debate 
as to whether or not more nurses should be hired 
in Agawam’s public schools. . 

So far, the debate appears to be forming two 
sides. On one hand are the parents of students 
whose schools which are affected by the deci- 
sion. On the other hand are those officials suppor- 
ting the decision to maintain a staffing level of 
five nurses for the seven Agawam schools. 


Before | proceed, | must admit that | am a 
parent of a child who has been affected by the 
current staffing pattern. Earlier this year during 
recess, my daughter was involved in an incident 
where a classmate accidentally kicked my 
daughter’s hand. 


Crying, she went to the nurse’s station, was ex- 
amined, provided with ice to keep down the swell- 
ing, given a bandaid and told she could return to 
class. The assessment given to her and recounted 
to us later that evening was that her thumb was 
bruised and to keep the ice and the bandaid on it. 

That next day, we realized that something was 
not right with the thumb and scheduled an ap- 
pointment with the pediatrician. To make a long 
story short, X-rays confirmed that the thumb was 
broken. 

The bandaid was immediately replaced with a 
splint. When | was approached by a concerned 
parent, | did not hesitate when asked to sign the 
petition to provide our elementary schools with 
full nursing coverage. 


To me, the issue of whether or not to continue 
hiring two nurses to cover four elementary 
schools boils down to the extent to which we are 
able to make our schools safe places for kids to 
learn. From this context, there is only one side as | 
would doubt any elected official would oppose 
such a goal. 

Granted times are tough. State aid reductions 
and tighter operating budgets demand that our ci- 
ty officials make often difficult decisions on what 
to cut. To make such decisions infers some sense 
of priorities, some direction as to how our elected 
leaders want our schools and community to grow. 
In my opinion, this element is the piece that is 
missing from both sides of the debate. 

Perhaps over the coming months as the new 
superintendent begins to chart a path for the 
Agawam schools, we will see such a shared vi- 
sion of our schools emerge with identified 
priorities. ; 

Until then, debates like this one only feed the 
frustration on both sides.

The proposal in question would serve to further 
increase the truck traffic and congestion on a nar- 
row, residential road that is heavily populated by 
families with young children. 

As a resident of the aforementioned road who 
lives on the curve of Franklin Street, | have seen 
the reality of 18-wheeled trucks rumbling down 
the street at all hours, frequently misjudging their 
speed and the abruptness of the road curve and 
driving across part of the front lawn. 

Children of elementary school age wait at bus 
stops every morning while these trucks utilize 
Franklin Street to get to their destination. Ob- 
viously, this is a serious safety issue. 

As a parent and a resident of Franklin Street, it 
is my feeling that all commercial vehicles should 
be banned from using the street as a thruway and 
instead be re-routed onto Springfield Street. 

More loading docks built at T&R Wholesale 
would not only intensify the already unacceptable 
truck traffic, but increase the very real possibility 
of an avoidable accident.

On Harassing Phone Calls 


by Detective Wayne Macey 
Agawam Police Department 


There has been a dramatic increase in the 
number of reported instances of harassing or 
nuisance phone calls. These calls can be most un- 
nerving and can become a major headache .in the 
lives of both individuals and families. " 

It is important to understand that these types of 
complaints are numerous and not usually confin- 
ed to any particular area of town. 

The reasons behind the calls can vary from bit- 
terness over a broken romance, to resentment, to 
sexual frustration and perversion. Unfortunately, 
we live in a world where some people believe that 
the only way to communicate and make yourself 
heard is to hit someone over the head with a 
Slpdgehamunes or better yet, an obscene phone 
call. 

The anonimity offered by the telephone is, for 
some, the perfect way to express ideas and feel- 
ings while remaining safe from public exposure. 
Although very few of these calls ever result in any 
kind of physical contact or confrontation, the 
worry and mental stress created by the frequency 
and time of the calls can totally disrupt our nor- 
mal day. to day routine. 

It is also important to understand that harass- 
ing phone calls are a violation of both state and 
federal law and the perpetrator will be prosecuted 
whenever possible. In addition, the telephone 
company can remove their equipment and deny 
service to any customer who uses the telephone

for criminal purpose. 

Massachusetts Criminal Law, Chapter 269, Sec- 
tion 14A states the following, “‘Whoever telephones 
another person or causes any person to be telephoned, 
repeatedly, for the sole purpose of harassing, annoying, 
or molesting such person or his family, whether or not 
conversation ensues, or whoever telephones a person 
repeatedly, and uses indecent or obscene language to 
such person, shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than five hundred dollars or by imprisonment for not 
more than three months, or both.”’ . 

There are a number of suggestions which 
should be followed if you are receiving obscene, 
threatening or harassing phone calls. According 
to the telephone company, you should: 

1. Hang up at the first'obscene word or if the 
caller doesn’t say anything the second time you 
say hello. It is not advisable to slam the receiver 
because this sends a message to the caller that 
you are annoyed and this may be just the reaction 
he or she is looking for. 

2. Give no information about yourself or your 
whereabouts until the caller has been identified. 

3. Advise your children to give no information to 
strangers over the phone and don’t let people 
know they are home alone. 

Lastly, if calls persist and are of a threatening 
nature, call both your telephone service represen- 
sare sue your police department. Action will be 
initiated.

Open Burning In Town 
Starts January 15th; 
Rules Stated Below 


The Department of Environmental Protection 
has designated January 15th through May 1st for 
open burning in Agawam. ; 

Certain guidelines have been established and 
must be adhered to. The Agawam Fire Depart- 
ment will issue and monitor each permit on a daily 
basis. 

Permits will only be issued weather permitting 
and only to those locations meeting these condi- 
tions. 

1. Activities associated with the normal pursuit 
of agriculture which have been determined by the 
Department as necessary and which include, but 
are not limited to, open burning of blueberry pat- 
ches for pruning purposes, dead raspberry stalks, 
fruit tree prunings, and infected beehives for 
disease control. 2 

2. Burning of brush, cane, driftwood, and 
forestry debris, excluding grass, hay, leaves, and 
stumps from other than commercial or industrial 
land clearing will-be allowed. 

3. Open burning of brush and trees resulting 
from agriculture land clearing operations. 

4. No grass, hay, leaves, stumps, paper pro- 
ducts, trash of any kind is allowed. 

5. Burning shall take place between the hours 
of 10:00 a.m. and 4:00 p.m. PLEASE DO NOT CALL 
FOR PERMITS BEFORE 10:00 a.m. 

6. Burning shall be at a location greater than 
seventy-five (75) feet from any aver 

All permits will be issued from Fire Head- 
quarters by telephone after 10:00 a.m. The 
business number is 786-2662. 

DO NOT USE THE “911” NUMBER TO CALL 
FOR PERMITS. 

If the Fire Department determines that any of 
the above guidelines are not followed, no future 
permits will be issued, and the Department of En- 
vironmental Protection will be notified.

Mexican Rite Of Passage Held At Sacred Heart 
For 15 Year-Old Teresa Savina Of Feeding Hills 


On Friday, December 11th, 1992, a beautiful 
ceremony was held at the Sacred Heart Church in 
Feeding Hills to celebrate the quinceanos of 
Teresa Savina—a tradition that is very popular 
among many Mexican-Americans when a young 
lady reaches the age of 15. 

This custom probably dates back to a Maya 
custom where a young person was not a full 
member of the tribe or community until he or she 
reached 15. It was at this time a boy became a 
man and was given his sword and shield to pro- 
vide for the community. A girl became a woman in 
the eyes of the community because of her special 
power of motherhood and producing more war- 
riors. 

As Spain expanded its domain into Mexico, it 
brought its religion to the local population. Over 
time, the original Indian custom migrated into the 
churches, where it was influenced by Christian 
values. 

Today, Mexican-Americans celebrate this an- 
cient custom with special emphasis on the 
awareness and sensitivity of the young lady in try- 
ing to live a Christian life in the midst of all the 
problems and challenges of her environment.

Applying To College... 
Useful Financial Angles 


Many of our Agawam High School seniors, 
most of them accompanied by a parent or two, are 
now making a winter swing through “the colleges 
of their choice.” They're asking a lot of questions, 
staying overnight at dorms, and listening in 
groups as admissions officers describe the 
schools’ selection processes. 

Unfortunately, what happens at times, is there 
is a lack of honest, open, and—when 
necessary—tough talk between the students and 
their parents about making realistic school 
choices. 


DECISIONS ... DECISIONS ... DECISIONS 

Racing far ahead of the inflation rate for more 
than a decade now, the increasing cost of educa- 
tion at the nation’s leading private colleges now 
startles even well-to-do parents. 

For high-income professional and executive 
families, the $90,000 or even higher bill for four 
years of undergraduate study and living expenses 
at some of the nation’s better schools most likely 
is well above the down payment they made on 
their homes ... or, for many, even their current 
equity in those homes. 

in my opinion, the decision whether or not to 
spend that much money should not be left to an 
48 year old ... especially not to a student who may 
not be up to-date about the family’s financial 
capacity. It’s hard to believe that it has become 
customary for those students to make decisions 
substantially affecting their parents’ finances. 

A big mistake that too many parents make is 
shielding their children from any clear understan- 
ding of the relationship of family economics to 
their choice of college. The typical parental at- 
titude to their children is “you try to get into the 
best school that you possibly can, and we'll finda 
way to pay for it.” | personally don’t agree with 
this style of thinking. 


SET UP A DISCUSSION 

The purpose of the discussion is to make a sen- 
sible plan for the college admission process ... 
and to reduce the sometimes great strain (and 
resentment) of children who get accepted into 
elite schools only to then be told by parents that 
they cannot afford it. 

it would be very helpful for the parents to talk to 
their kids (beginning no later than the first year of 
high school) and make clear to them that you, as 
parents, are extremely interested in their choice 
of courses, their interests, and what information 
or questions they have about possible college 
choices. 

Then, during the beginning of their junior year, 
make it clear to them what the family’s contribu- 
tion to college costs can be from its income and 
assets. Be specific, too, about the amount of debt 
you comfortably feel you could undertake to fill 
the gap between actual schoo! costs and your 
capacity to pay. 

Let your children express their feelings about 
taking on the burden of substantial student loans 
to fill any financial gap. 

Next week, we'll end this important process of 
applying to college by reviewing APPLICATION

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This Week’s Tax Tips From IRS 


Tax On Gifts? 

No matter how modest a $10,000-plus gift giver 
may be, the Internal Revenue Service wants to 
know about the gift transaction. 

Usually, people may give as many gifts of cash 
or property as they please, without reporting the 
gift, as long as the total value of all gifts given toa 
donee Sane a calendar year is $10,000 or less. 

Certain gifts of more than $10,000 for qualifying 
medical or educational expenses do not need to 
be reported. 

A gift that carries with it a “future interest,” 
however, must be reported regardless of its worth. 

Even when you do have to report gift giving on 
your annual return, you still may not have to pay 
any tax on the gift. The first $10,000 in value of 
gifts (other than gifts of future interest in property) 
to each person or recipient is excluded from tax 
and a special “unified credit” of $192,800 may 
eliminate the payment of gift taxes for many gifts. 

if you receive a gift, you do not have to report 
the gift’s value as income. However, you. must in- 
clude in your income any income from property 
you receive as a gift (for example, dividends from 
stock given to you).

Unemployment Comp Taxable; 


Report On Return 

When you’re collecting unemployment compen- 
sation, just because federal income tax is not be- 
ing withheld doesn’t mean it isn’t taxable. 

Unemployment compensation is fully taxable 
and should be included on your federal income 
tax return. 

lf you receive a substantial amount of 
unemployment compensation in 1993, you may 
need to increase the amount of tax being withheld 
from your wages when you do work, using Form 
W-4, “Employee’s Withholding Allowance Cer- 
tificate.’ Or, you can make estimated_ tax 
payments, to pay the tax yourself, using Form

Check Your Withholding!

: Go On, File It! 

Out of sight, out of mind? Don’t be fooled into 
thinking that not filing an income tax return is the 
answer to your tax dilemma. 

Nonfilers who owe taxes face higher penalties, 
while those who fail to file for refunds could lose 
their right to the money. 

The penalty for failing to file a federal income 
tax return—five percent per month of the tax 
due—is ten times the late payment penalty: one- 
half percent per month. And all overdue taxes are 
subject to interest charges—currently eight per- 
cent per year, compounded daily. 

A person who fails to claim a refund within 
three years of the due date of the tax return loses 
the right to the refund. 

IRS experience shows that many nonfilers are 
single people with low to middle incomes. They 
may lack a W-2 form or an interest statement 
needed to complete the return. Or they owe a 
balance they can’t pay. 

Or they skipped filing for one or more years and 
now they’re afraid of contacting the IRS. Those 
who would get refunds are usually wage earners. 
Self-employed individuals—who don’t have taxes 
withheld—are more likely to have a balance due. 

However it happened, the IRS wants to help 
nonfilers settle their tax problems. 

The IRS offers taxpayer assistance through 
walk-in offices, a toll-free information number—1- 
800-829-1040—and trained volunteers at locations 
in your community. 

For those missing a W-2 form, there’s a 
substitute form to reconstruct income and 
withholding. A payment plan may be set up for 
those who can’t pay the full amount owed. 

The most important thing, according to the IRS, 
is to keep fear from letting this year’s deadline 
slip by. By taking action now, those who might 
otherwise become nonfilers will keep their pro- 
blems from multiplying on April 15th.

Are you hoping to shed some of those un- 
wanted pounds during the New Year? 

Your ticket to success is to become a smart 
dieter in 1993, says registered dietitian Dorsey 
Cokkinias, director of Baystate Medical Center’s 
New Directioni/Outlook weight management pro- 
gram. 

“You can become a smart dieter by first realiz- 
ing that dieting isn’t enough,” said Cokkinias. 
“You must include some form of regular exercise 
along with your diet.” 

According to Cokkinias, combined with a safe 
and approved weight management program, exer- 
cising will help burn off some of those calories 
you're taking in. 

While patience is a virtue when dieting, Cok- 
kinias noted, most people are anxious to see 
those pounds coming off right away. 

“Don’t rush it,” Cokkinias said. : 

The loss of a pound or two a week will still 
make you 15-40 pounds thinner for the beach this 


summer. Also, where medically advisable, rapid’ 


weight loss programs should be closely supervis- 
ed and counseling should be provided by credible, 
medical personnel, Cokkinias noted. 

Whether you're considering a diet book, diet 
drink, or diet program, Cokkinias recommends 
looking for the following important points when 
choosing a diet for the new year: 

“the diet encourages a variety of foods. 

“the diet provides the minimum number of serv- 
ings from the basic four food groups. 

*the diet contains at least 1200 calories (diets 
with less than 1200 calories usually require a 
vitamin/mineral supplement; diets with less than 
1000 calories require medica! supervision. 

*the diet promotes lifelong changes in eating 
habits and behaviors. 

“the diet follows the United States Dietary 
Guidelines: encouraging plenty of whole grains, 
fruits and vegetables and no more than six 
ounces of meat a day; only low fat or fat free dairy 
products are used. 

“the diet is written by a person knowledgeable 
in nutrition. 

In general, beware of: 

“diets that promise fast results. 

“claims based ona secret 
breakthrough. 

“mail order diets. 

“diets that promote special combinations of 
food, megadoses of vitamins and minerals, or ap- 
petite suppressants, gimmicks or special or ex- 
pensive foods. 

“diets that rely on personal testimony instead 
of scientific fact. 

According to Cokkinias, the payoff to your New 
Year's Resolution to become a smart dieter will be 
improved health and the knowledge that you have 
made the best choice for you. 

“Dieters have no easy task in distinguishing a 
sound diet from an unsound one, especially in the 
post-holiday blitz,” Cokkinias said. 

“All diets were not created equal, nor were they 
meant for all people. Pick the program that best 
suits your personal needs and desires, get mov- 
ing, and get started to get rid of your excuses for 
not losing that excess weight this year,” she said.

Chaplin (who directed, produced and financed 
many of his own films). is shown here as a child, as 
a movie-star-wannabe, and as an aging outcast 
exiled. from the country that gave him fame and 
acclaim. 

Downey is stunning, but the film is flawed. 

Chaplin has an all-star cast of movie veterans, 
each good in the parts they play, but not allowed 
to play them for long. 

The story unfolds through flashbacks, and 
every time the viewer is caught up in a segment of 
Chaplin's life, the action cuts back to a retreat in 
Switzerland where book editor George Hayden's 
(Anthony Hopkins) questions unveil Chaplin’s life 
a chapter at a time. It's distracting. 

Geraldine Chaplin portrays her real-life grand- 
mother Hannah, whose life of poverty and 
enroaching madness seperates her from her sons 
and sends her to_an institution. 

Kevin Kline is a dashing Douglas Fairbanks, 
and he seemed to be enjoying himself on screen 
as much as we in the audience enjoyed watching 
him. Marisa Tomei is Mabel Normand, Chaplin’s 
comedy counterpart of the silent screen era. 

Chaplin’s loves included Moira Kelly as his first 
love, Hetty Kelly and his last and longest wife, 
Oona O'Neil; Mila Jovovich as his first wife, 
Mildred Harris (17 and pregnant); Diane Lane as 


Paulette Goddard (wife number three); and the list 
goes on... 

Each love, each lust (there are paternity suits 
and unrequited loves scattered amongst the 
ruins) is presented in delectable bits and pieces 
and then cut short (after, we are to be told part— 
but not all - of the story). 

Visually, it is a treat to see the untried Chaplin 
step off a train by the side of the tracks, looking at 
the isolated Sennett studios and the Hollywood 
hills before there was a Hollywood; crossing the 
dusty desert landscape to emerge in the middle of 
the filming of a Keystone comedy. 

And those moments are the ones worth viewing 
Chaplin for. 

_ Director Richard Attenborough toys with the 
viewer, offering snippets, vignetttes, and bits and 
pieces of Chaplin’s life, instead of a consistent, 
coherent whole. 

Toss a coin; heads or tails. Seeing Chaplin is a 
delight, albeit an unsatisfying one, since the 
overall feeling was one of wanting more on the 
plate than what was served ... even though what 
was served was sumptuous.

—Scent of a Woman 

Al Pacino gives fans a stunning performance in 
Scent of a Woman, a film advertised as a love story 
of sorts and which comes as a dramatic surprise 
when it lands some solid punches amid far fewer 
laughs than expected. 

Pacino is an old soldier, blinded in a freak 
mishap; he’s bitter, coarse, outspoken, impatient, 
and (all in all) not a nice guy. 

His family needs a break, and to get that break 
they hire a student to be ‘‘a companion” to Pacino 
for the Thanksgiving weekend. 

Pacino has other plans, however, and cons his 
newfound aide into a New York adventure. What 
Pacino doesn’t tell the youth, however, is that he 
wants one more taste of life before he ends it all 
in a high-priced hotel suite. 

Meanwhile, the kid has problems of his own; his 
tenure at a fancy prep school is in joepardy 
because he’s a witness to an act of vandalism and 
is being pressured by the powers-that-be to tell 
whodunit. : 

It takes two hours and 40 minutes to tell this 
tale, and that’s 40 minutes too long. 

But the film grows on you, and on the way to 
two seperate and distinct climatic points it 
mesmerizes with bits and pieces—a torrid tango 
in a high-priced restaurant (who says blind men 
can’t dance?), and an exhilarating ride in a 
$110,000 Ferrari (who says blind men can’t drive 
like a bat out of hell?). 

Scent of a Woman is predominantly drama, 
looped around a weak plot that offers a bit of com- 
ic relief. Pacino is superb, carying what would 
otherwise be just another movie. He is worth wat- 
ching for all two hours and 40 minutes.

Life In The Fast Lane 


Every year | sit down and work out a list of 
resolutions for the new year. The list is invariably 
long and ambitious. This year | decided to work on 
building up a repertoire of healthy recipes to keep 
my family fit and fueled for all the activities we 
get ourselves into. 

These activities keep us on the road a great 
deal of the time. | am the family’s Director of 
Transportation and as such, time for creating 
nutritious meals on a hectic schedule is limited. 
Luckily, there are some smart ways to get the job 
done. 

The following is an original recipe from my 
friends, Mark and Janet Bergeron. Mark happened 
to be cooking this up while | was waiting for my 
daughter to take her flute lesson with Janet. The 
dish, which Mark named “Devil’s Pasta,” is a 


spicy delight. 
' DEVIL’S PASTA 
Serves 4 

Canola Oil (to cover bottom of 18” saute pan) 
3 Medium onions, sliced 
2-3 All beef hot dogs 
2-3 Kielbasa links 
2 Andouille sausages 
Approximately 2 tablespoons garlic powder 
Approximately 1 tablespoon ground red pepper 
Freshly ground black pepper to taste 
Angel Hair Pasta 

Cook angel hair pasta until al dente. In the 
meantime, saute the onions, hot dogs, kielbasa, 
and sausages in a large saute pan until the meat 
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is cooked. Drain pasta and add to onion-meat mix- 
ture. Add garlic powder, red pepper, and black 
pepper to taste, and simmer for 10-15, minutes. 

| tasted the above recipe when it was done and 
it’s very good and VERY spicy. | was so intrigued 
by the ease of preparation and the taste that | 
decided to test this out myself. ; 

| like food that’s slightly less fiery, and decreas- 
ed the amount of red pepper. | also substituted 
hot dogs, kielbasa, and sausage made with turkey 
(prudent choices for the cholesterol-conscious). 

The results were less striking, as turkey meats 
have a tendency to be bland. | tried it again, in- 
creasing the spices and letting it simmer longer. 
The results were excellent. 

And, speaking of hot, Janet once created a 
specialty of her own, the technique for which in- 
volves turning on the stove, filling a pan with 
water, and setting it out on any of the other three 
cold burners. The Springfield telephone directory 
is then placed on the burner in the process of 
becoming red hot. 

And there you have it. Phonebook flambe!

A FRIDAY NIGHT STIR FRY 
Serves 4 
3 Tablespoons Canola or Olive Oil 
2 Cups Fresh cauliflower 
1 Bunch Scallions, chopped 
1 Large Onion, chopped 
Ye Large Red Pepper, chopped 
1 Small Zucchini, sliced thin 
2 Small Summer Squashes, sliced thin 
1 Cup Mushrooms, sliced 
1 Lb. 99% Fat Free Turkey Breast, in %4” dice (or 
any other lean cooked meat) 
1 Tablespoon Cayenne pepper 
Black Pepper to taste 
Garlic Pepper to taste (about 1 tablespoon) 
Pinch Oriental. Five Spice Seasoning 
A shake of paprika 

With wok at medium-high temperature, cook 
the cauliflower in the oil for 10 minutes. Add re- 
maining vegetables, and mix. Add all spices, and 
mix well.

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Dr. Michael Calabrese 
Brings Dental Health 
To Granger School

Granger Elementary School’s fourth graders 
met Dr. Michael Calabrese last Friday (January 
8th) to learn about dental hygiene. Dr. Calabrese 
has his dentist offices at 850 Springfield Street in 
Feeding Hills, and brought many surprises and 
gifts for the students. 

Dr. Calabrese, a native of Agawam, brought 
along an actual molar that had been dissected 
after a filling was implanted for students to ex- 
amine. Students were able to see the entire 
makeup of the human tooth from the outer enamel 
to the internal root. 

Using four human models standing side by 


side, Dr. Calabrese used a rope as dental flossto | 


show students the proper way to floss (in-between 
each tooth and clean the sides of each down to 
the gums). 

He noted, “If a tooth pops out in an accident 
while you’re at school, you should put it into one 
of the little cartons of milk in the school cafeteria 
or a glass of milk at home. 

“Then, get to a dentist right away. If you haven’t 


” broken the bone too badly, it can be put back in 


and should heal well.” 

He added that placing the tooth in water dries 
out the tissue, while milk helps to keep the tissue 
moist. 

Dr. Calabrese told the classes there were 15 dif- 
ferent types of bacteria in the mouth that caused 
gum disease. He added, “There are really millions 
of bacteria in the mouth.” 

The Cause Of Tooth Decay 

He asked if anyone in the class could explain 
what actually caused tooth decay. Student Bren- 
don Pohner began the process from the bacteria 
adhering to the teeth to form plaque (which pro- 
duces acid from foods such as sugar). Brendon 
said that the acid breaks down the enamel, which 
Ce, protects the teeth, and cavities are form- 
ed. 
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THE FOURTH GRADE CLASS OF SUSAN MURPHY at Granger School heard a discus- 
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sion on dental health from Feeding Hills dentist Dr. Michael Calabrese on January 8th. 


Dr. Calabrese was impressed with Brendon’s 
answer and congratulated him on the correctness 
of it. He then told students there was now con- 
troversy over ‘too much fluoride in vitamins, 


toothpastes, and fluoride treatments at the den- - 


tist’s office.”

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350 Sign Petition 
Seeking Full-Time 
School Nurses

A petition signed by 350 Agawam residents last 
week and still being circulated is calling for a 
remedy to the lack of full-time nurses in each of 
the four elementary schools and the Agawam Mid- 
dle School. 

Parents have been debating this issue with 
Mayor Christopher Johnson and the town’s 
nurse’s union since the onset of school in 
September 1991. 

Johnson has said that under the law, school 
nurses can only provide “basic first aid.” He also 
told parents the nurses’ primary responsibility is 
to keep students’ health records and immuniza- 
tions on file. 

Robinson Park parent Christine Demetrion said 
she now questions why school nurses are allow- 
ing their job description to publicly be defined as 
something any non-medically trained person 
could do. She said parents feel the nurses’ 
medical training and knowledge are valuable 
assets to the school community. 

She said nurses are the only medical staff 
available to oversee students taking prescription 
medications (per doctor's orders), administer 
visual and hearing examinations, and conduct 
health instructional sessions for students in 
fourth grade regarding their physical develop- 
ment. 

She also said the school nurse usually kept a 
medical log of any and all student visits to the 
nurse. Mrs. Demetrion questioned if principals 
and secretaries have the time to maintain this im- 
portant information or communicate it to parents. 

Two Incidents At Granger School 

Last Friday (January 8th), while this reporter 
covered a guest speaker for two fourth grade 
classes at Granger Elementary School, two_in- 
cidents arose within a 20-minute time span. The 
first should have had the attention of medical per- 
sonnel (from what was observed). 

First, a student approached the teacher’s desk, 
mumbling softly. As the teacher tried to discern 
the problem, the'student’s eyes glazed over and 
he passed out, collapsing into her arms. She laid 
him gently down on the floor and asked the se- 
cond teacher to watch him while she went for 
assistance. 

The nurse was not in the building at the time, so 
Principal Phyllis Lewis returned with the teacher 
to the classroom as the student regained con- 
sciousness. The second teacher saw the student 
shake mildly before awaking. He may have had a 
mild seizure, but none present were able to ascer- 
tain anything for certain. 

(It was evident a medically-trained person 
would have been more attuned to specific vital 
signs, such as pallor, breathing, pupils, disorien- 
tation, etc., to help in determining diagnosis after- 
wards by a physician.) 

Minutes after Mrs. Lewis and the teacher left 
the room to walk-the boy to the nurse’s station, 
another child approached the second teacher 
with a nosebleed. The teacher instructed the child 
to pinch his nose below the bone and offered 
some Kleenex. She then brought this child to the 
nurse’s station upon return of the first teacher. 

Mrs. Lewis had to leave her office in the middle 
of a group meeting to deal with the students and 
call the parent of the first student. She had to 
follow up with a second call later in the day to this 
parent, after learning from her secretary that the 
child was picked up by another relative. 

(Understanding the rights of privacy to protect 
AIDS victims, | was fearful for the teacher having 
to deal with a situation in which she might come 
in contact with a student’s blood, without the im- 
mediate accessibility of latex gloves. | wondered 
why these gloves are not distributed to all staff.) 

Questions Regarding Chapter 766 Students 

The emphasis on mainstreaming Chapter 766 
students in the buildings also raises additional 
questions. Some of these students have severe 
handicaps and require full-time aides under their 
individual education plan written by personnel in 
Special Services. 

One parent asked if the nursing staff is involved 
at all with a health plan to coincide with the I.E.P. 
(to coordinate body and mind wellness). Another 
parent questioned who is responsible to log 
suspected cases of child abuse and relay this in- 
formation to the proper authorities or organiza- 
tions, saying situations are not going to wait until 
the day the nurse or home/school adjustment 
counselor is available. 

A compromise to train more school personnel 
Staff‘(on a voluntary basis) and students on the 
proper administration of some basic first aid 
(such as the abdomen thrust), was agreed upon 
between officials, nurses, and parents last year.

Students learned that ice should not be chewed 
because of its hardness (it would break down the 
enamel protection on teeth). Dr. Calabrese also 
explained that “brown lines on a tooth or 
discoloration can be caused by antibiodics and a 
high fever while teeth are growing.” 

He added, ‘‘White spots can mean more enamel 
in an area of the tooth, or the start of decay wear- 
ing away enamel in some areas of the tooth.” He 
ele it could also indicate some other things as 
well. 

Some Ways To Prevent Tooth Decay 

Dr. Calabrese said many young people have 
sealants applied to their molars to prevent tooth 
decay, and many of the children asked about 
braces and other orthodontic appliances. 


He also told them that “30 percent of your 
chewing ability is the best you can get from 
plastic or false teeth.” 

Dr. Calabrese was surprised to learn that some 
teens have taken to using pacifiers after a fad sur- 
faced from the movie “Boyz N The Hood.”’ He said 
sucking on the pacifier with any regularity could 
still cause a malformation (just as thumb-sucking 
does at an early age) because the teeth still move. 

Before leaving, Dr. Calabrese reminded 
students that it was most important to floss and 
brush before going to bed because “the salivary 

lands basically shut down while we sleep, and 
‘ood will sit all night to create acids as it breaks 
down in the mouth. It will cause tooth decay.” 

He distributed toothbrushes, toothpaste, cups, 
stickers, and booklets to the children in both Mrs. 
Murphy’s and Mrs. Shepard’s classes.

But, Mrs. Demetrion told the Town Council last 
week there are just too many things that can hap- 
pen while a nurse is not in the building. 

She said the irregular availability of the prin- 
cipal and school secretary (besides the fact that 
they are not medically trained) offered little pro- 
tection for children. 

There were six full-time school nurses in the 
late 1980’s. One retired in November 1990, and the 
position was not filled that year. The union agreed 
to keep the nursing staff at five during negotia- 
tions in 1991 to avoid layoffs (with the tight fiscal 
budget constraints imposed by reduced state aid). 
| Johnson said the present arrangement is work- 
: ing and is supported by the nurses. He told a 

group of parents last year that any emergencies 
should be handled by dialing “911,” and all school 
employees were supported by the “good 
it samaritan act” should they try to provide medical 
} assistance to someone in need. 
j Advocates of full-time nurses in each building 
feel good intentions are no substitute for a well- 
trained medical professional on duty to protect 
children, said Mrs. Demetrion.

Morrissey Submits 
Retirement Notice 
To School Board

Agawam High School Principal John Morrissey 
made his resignation official via a written request 
to the Agawam School Committee, and this re- 
quest will be read at the committee’s next regular- 
ly scheduled meeting. 

Morrissey’s retirement has been openly 
discussed since October, when he told the AHS 
student newspaper M/RROR staff that this would 
be his last year serving Agawam as principal. 

Since the announcement was made public, 
Superintendent Bernard Ryder has suggested a 
selection process that begins in February to hirea 
new principal prior to the start of school next fall. 

Morrissey came to the Agawam School System 
in 1962 as a junior high social studies teacher at 
31 years of age (after graduating from college and 
then student teaching in Agawam). 

He said, ‘| attended college later than most, be- 
ing given the chance because of my wife, Bernice, 
and the G.I. Bill.” 

Before entering the educational field, Morrissey 
spent four years in the U.S. Air Force and even 
worked as a freight train loader. He was a talented 
athlete during his Westfield High School career, 
and still resides there with his family today. 

He also served as a reserve police officer in the 
city of Westfield prior to getting his degree from 
college. 

Transitior In Educational Career 

In 1971, Morrissey began a 10-year stint as 
assistant principal at Agawam High School. In 
1981, he became principal when former principal 
David Theodorowicz passed away. 

Morrissey will be 62 when his retirement 
becomes effective next November 5th; he will 
neve served 12 years as chief administrator at 

The Morrisseys have seven children, six girls 
and one boy. Morrissey noted, ‘Three of my 
children have education degrees. My son teaches 
at East Longmeadow High School, and one 
daughter decided to marry and have children in- 
stead of going into teaching.” 

He added, “My youngest daughter just 
graduated from Westfield State College with her 
degree last summer, and she is looking for a 
teaching position in elementary education.” 

Morrissey told us that he would prefer not to ex- 
pound on his educational philosophies or offer 
much comment on his tenure here.

Hold Info Picket 
On Stalled Pact

Fifteen percent of the Agawam Education 
Association’s members stood outside the Junior 
High Monday evening (January 11th) to 
demonstrate their concern over a delayed con- 
tract for the teachers’ union. 

School Committee Vice-Chairperson Teresa 
Kozloski and Secretary Linda Galarneau had 
teachers shout at them, “How about a contract 
tonight?” as they entered the building for a 
bargaining session with the union at 6:00 p.m. 

AEA President Gail Dion said the union’s last 
contract expired August 31st, 1992, and teachers 
are now becoming anxious to have a signed con- 
tract in place. 

It had been mutually agreed that the start of 
negotiations would begin later this year due, in 
part, to the appointment of Agawam’s new 
Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder and 
because of the state’s slow reporting of budget 
funding. 

Junior High Schoo! Guidance Counselor Frank 
Meagher was. one of the approximately 40 
teachers standing outside in a show of support to 
finalize a contract. 

Meagher noted that teachers “statewide are be- 
ing expected to absolve all the social ills which 
are impacting the schools, with a reduced budget, 
and produce ideal results.” 

He said, ‘‘And, we are expected to do all of this 
with less than half of the control we had years 
ago.” 

one added, “We are here in a non-threatening, 
peaceful manner to relay our frustration with the 
lengthy negotiations. We would like to see these 
negotiations settled.” 
No Cost-Of-Living Raise For Teachers This Year 

Teachers did not receive a cost-of-living raise 
year, although step raises for years of service and 
earned college credits while teaching were given 
to those not at the top step. The average Agawam 
teacher's salary is currently $35,201 annually. 

When negotiations began, Mayor Christopher 
Johnson had publicly announced that no raises 
would be negotiated again this year. Since then, 
both officials and union representatives have not 
revealed any details of the stalled contract. 

School Committee member Louise David said 
of the board, ‘‘We are most ready, and have been, 
to resolve the negotiations to a mutual happy en- 
ding.” 

At presstime, a School Committee meeting was 
scheduled for January 12th in the Middle School 

auditorium. There was no executive session listed 
on the agenda, and another meeting for negotia- 
tions has been tentatively scheduled for next 
Tuesday evening, January 19th.

“It was so cold that | considered asking the 
other coach to cancel the third period.” 

Agawam dropped the game 11-2 to the Lower 
Canada College team (actually a very prestigious 
prep school), but Pycko felt that the Agawam 
talent level was on par to that of the opponent. 

“Our kids were simply unprepared to play in 
that climate. It was unbelievable at times.”

Plagues AHS In

When the regular season closes and the won- 
loss records are counted, Friday night’s 64-54 loss 
at Holyoke might be remembered as the ‘“‘one that 
got away” for the Agawam High boys’ basketball 
team.

Ramon Cosme, Holyoke’s 5’3” putt-putt point 
guard, handled his chores flawlessly as he 
directed a quick slashing offense and disrupted 
the Agawam transition game just enough to allow 
Holyoke to seal the win. 

He may have gotten the signature bucket when 
he snuck in amongst the trees with just under 
seven minutes to play and got a rebound that he 
quickly put up on the glass for two more points. 
That gave the Purple Knights a 53-46 lead.

Conte had to have looked into the stands and 
seen such players as Lisa Suffriti, Joy Clark, and 
Karen Patterson from days gone by, but they 
would be of no use on this night. This one was 
already in Amherst’s bank. 

Hurricane Coach Ron Moyer is no dummy 
either. He had already drilled his troops on how to 
move the ball into the post with excellent interior 
passing. And with Agawam’s front court troops in 
heavy foul trouble, the Hurricanes squeezed the 
ball down low at every opportunity. 

This resulted in passive defense from the 
Agawam “heavies” when they were on the court 
and wide open layups for the normally not-quite- 
so-productive Amherst forwards. 

Perhaps the biggest disappointment of the 
night was the fact that Amherst’s normal offense 
is supplied from perimeter prime timers like 
Jamila Wideman and Jenny Pariseau. Their clutch 
play over the years has made for some outstan- 
ding wide open basketball games. 

Both of these kids run the floor beautifully and 
Wideman, considered one of the best anywhere, 
is unbelievable in a pull-up jumper mode. And her 
personal full court pressure generally results in 
four or five steals and eight or 10 points. 

Pariseau can hit the eye of the needle from 18 
to 22 feet if she is left open for her shot. She also 
has developed a nice little blow-by move which 
was seen three or four times in this game. 

But, it was indeed Pariseau who pleaded with 
the referees at the 12:45 mark of the second half, 
“Will you please let us play?’’ Amherst was up by 14 
at the time. 
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Amherst Ties It 

Pretty long editorial, eh? Anyway, back to the 
ballgame ... Kathleen Poe, Emily Shore, and Emily 
Jones all benefitted from the upfront foul trouble 
for Agawam as they continually posted down low 
on the block and just waited for the wide open 
layup on the reversal of the basketball. They each 
got plenty as Amherst charged back to tie the 
game at 27-27 as they went on a 22-11 rush to 
close the half. 

Trudel joined Stone with four fouls only 45 
seconds into the second half and both big kids 
had to rest their not yet weary bones on the pine 
for a while. 

The result was Amherst taking off on another 
blitz, this time an 18-4 salvo. The only interrup- 
tions were an Alison Jean left-elbow-setter and a 
Stone rebound. Amherst led it 45-31 and Agawam 
would never mount a charge. 

The Brownies certainly had some problems on 
the night. Amherst is a quality opponent with the 
same goals and aspirations that the local kids 
have this season. The Brownies had a difficult 
time feeding the post on this night. Many lobs to 
Stone inside went awry and footfaking Hurricane 
defense on the baseline caused a number of 
travelling violations on Agawam in the game. 

On the other side of the coin, many got to see 
what they came for when Wideman performed a 
little of her magic act in the second half (game 
high scorer 18 points) and Pariseau brought the 
house down with a rainbow three from right wing 
in the middle of their big rush in the second half. 

Stone led Agawam with 16 points, with most of 
them coming in Les Temps de Garbage. Bielitz 
had 12 and Mason added nine. 

The Brownie chance at redemption will come 
on March 9th at 7:30 p.m. at the Clifford P. Kibbe 
Gymnasium in Agawam. 

Meanwhile, the road doesn’t get any easier as 
the Brownies’ next game will be in Northampton 
(story this edition) on Monday night, January 11th. 

With the victory, Amherst moves to 7-0 on the 
season and Agawam falls a game behind at 6-1.

Blackburn To Rescue 

For the second time this season, senior Jason 
Blackburn saved the Brownies with a huge three 
pointer late in the proceedings. And senior Joe 
Gaylor followed with a free throw to give 6-3 AHS 
its sixth independent win of the season. 

Putnam played without its best player (Josh 
Pressley) and still made a game of it all night. 
Their coach challenged them in each and every 
huddle to go after the backboards and Putnam 
outrebounded the Brownies throughout the game. 

Perhaps Putnam’s biggest shot in the arm was 
the outstanding play of reserve forward Marlon 
Taylor. This guy pounded home 13 big points off 
the bench. Putnam’s main problem was the free 
ti line. The visitors hit a sorry 2-13 in the first 

alf. 

While they picked it up down the stretch, they 
still finished the game with a 9-25 log, good for 
just 36 percent at the stripe. And in nailbiters, this 
kind of shooting usually doesn’t get it done. 

While Putnam was having its troubles on the 


line, AHS kept sending the Beavers there by~ 


throwing away the ball continually (and then be- 
ing forced to play defense while the numbers 
were in the Beavers’ favor).

About Deer Kills 


Preliminary deer kill figures have been 
tabulated by the Division. The 1992 shotgun deer 
kill is-6,275; tagged bucks were 4,188; and the doe 
kill was 2,087. The only district to show an in- 
creased deer kill over 1991 was the Central 
District. 

Officials of the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion have reviewed the second year of the con- 
trolled deer hunt at the Quabbin Reservation, and 
report that the program was conducted in both a 
safe and effective manner. No noticeable impacts 
were recorded to the water quality of the reservoir, 
or to other wildlife population at the 81,000 acre 
reservation. 

Studies show that over 60 million young trees 
are missing from MDC watershed lands as a 
direct result of deer feeding on the trees. 

The MDC will be using young forest growth as 
the yardstick of the success of the program as 
measured in 120 sample plots set up around the 
hunt area. The decision for future controlled 
hunts will be based upon the analysis of tree 
growth in these forest plots. There is already 
evidence of the forest responding to a lower deer 
density in the Pelham area, as foresters note a 
significant increase in the number and variety of 
plants growing in this area. 

Throughout the hunting period, MDC and 
MDPW staff_ monitored the area’s bald eagle 
population. Their findings indicated no distur- 
bance to this federally endangered species. 


The second half of the bear season hunters 
took eight bears. Three were taken in Berkshire 
county, three in Franklin county, and two in 
Hampshire county. Five were males and three 
were females. The largest was a 223-pound male 
taken in Buckland on November 16th; 68 bears
